French Type Cancellations 
Copied By Ecuador For Use 


On First Issue Of Stamps 


J. F. McGee 


Ecuador issued its first set of postage stamps in 1865. The intro- 
duction of postage stamps called for cancelling devices. The designs 
of those adopted by Ecuador are of unusual philatelic interest, for they 
poe either duplicates or imitations of those then currently in use in 
rance, 

They are diamond-shaped and are formed of small round dots. 
Type No. 1 is composed entirely of dots. Type No. 2 is also of dots but 
with space in the center for the word, ‘‘Franca’’. Type No. 3 has the 
numerals “3154” in the center. This last type has caused many collectors 
to wonder about the significance of the numerals. 











Printed in black, pale gray, gray

by force of arms. 

I read about another faction. It 
was composed of citizens who sug- 
gested that France be petitioned to 
annex Ecuador as a province in 
the belief that the French would 
preserve law and order and bring 
in investrnent money. That would 
have been in defiance of the U. S. 
Monroe Doctrine which prohibited 
European powers from taking over 
any more territory in either South 
or Central America even if invit- 
ed by the people involved. 

It was the British with their huge 
merchant fleet who assumed the 
role of internal mail carrier. The 
British established a postal agen- 
cy in their consulate in Guayaquil 
in 1862, which was three years be- 
fore Ecuador had its own postage 
stamps. The postal agency contin-

“This new booklet containing the 
3c Statue of Liberty stamp will be 
available at all post offices shortly 
after June 30 in two sizes; one con- 
taining twelve stamps that sells for 
37c and another containing twenty- 
four stamps which sells for 73c.

The 3c Liberty design will have 
a first day of issue in regular for- 
mat of post office size panes of 100 
stamps at Albany, N. Y. June 24 in 
connection with a local historical 
celebration there.

Philatelic Honors 
For St. Bernard 


William Wonneberger Jr. 











Vatican City has recently added 
another Saint of the Roman Catho- 
lic Church to her philatelic hall 
of fame, Saint Bernard. 

Bernard entered this world in 
1090 at the castle of Fontaines, 
near Dijon, Burgundy. His parents 
saw great undertakings for this 
young lad blessed with great in- 
tellect and grace. Bernard shat- 
terea their dreams when he re- 
nounced the royal splendor for- 
ever to join the monks of Citeaux. 
Thirty other young noblemen ac- 
companied him on his journey to 
the monastery. The order was still 
in its infancy having been formed 
only fifteen years before the join- 
ing of Bernard and his compan- 
ions. 

The monastery of Citeaux was 
their goal, but they did not stay 
there long. Bernard was made Ab- 
bot of the fourth house of the 


order and he and his companions 
made the journey to their new 
home at Clairvaux. 











All of Bernard’s brothers soon 
followed in his footsteps, with the 
exception of the youngest, Nivard. 
He was told to stay with his ag- 
ing father and he would soon in- 
herit everything. To this Nivard 
replied, ‘‘Yes, you leave me earth 
and keep heaven for yourself, do 
you call that fair?’’, and with 
these words he joined his broth- 
ers. Soon after, their kindly fath- 
er renounced his worldly gains 
and ambitions and joined his sons. 

The only member of the fam- 
ily left was one married sister 
who loved the riches and pleas- 
ures of the world. It is told that 
she visited Bernard, dressed in her 
magnificent clothes, only to have 
him refuse to see her. At length 
he consented, what he said was 
not recorded but the conversation 
moved her so much that, with her 
husband’s consent, she retired to 
a convent two years later to spend 
the remainder of her days. Ber- 
nard’s actions and examples were 
not restricted to his family. 

He established 163 Cistercian 
monasteries. 

Bernard was very harsh with 
himself and he expected his fol- 
lowers to be equally strict with 
themselves. Many were dishearten- 
ed at his severity, but his errors 
were soon recognized by Bernard. 
He eased his rule and boosted 
the morale of the monks thereby. 

In spite of his desire to remain 
away from tine world, Bernard’s 
fame spread rapidly. Many church- 
es requested him as their bish- 
op, but through the help of Pope 
Eugenius III, he was excused from 
such requests. in- 
tervention had saved him once, 
his seclusion was constantly invad- 
ed; the poor and weak sought his 
protection; bishops, and kings con- 
stantly went to him for his ad- 
vice. 

In time Pope Eugenius charged 
him with preaching a crusade in 
‘France and Germany. His vigor 
did not go unrewarded. Two large 
ard splendid armies were formed 
and dispatched to the Holy Land 
where they defeated the infidels. 

Bernard’s fame was not limit- 
ed to founding monasteries and 
preaching the crusade. His other 
achievements were just as amaz- 
ing; assisting at oecumenical and 
other councils, opposing and re- 
futing Abelard, writing many 
treatises and sermons, particularly 
on the love of God and the Song 
of Songs. 

Bernard even entered the com- 
plicated politics to preserve the 
peace of the Church. It is said, 
“He carried the 12th century on

his shoulders and he did not car- 
ry it without suffering.” 

Like all humans, Bernard was 
not destined to remain on 2arth 
forever. On August 21, 1253, he 
closed his eyes for the last time 
and went to his final reward. His 
works and memory were not for- 
gotten. Through his great teach- 
ings and writings he earned for 
himself the titles of the last of 
the Fathers and a Doctor of the 
Holy Church. 

Bernard was canonized in 1174, 
and his relics preserved at Clair- 
vaux and Troyes. This was not 
the end of the honors bestowed 
upon this great saint. August 20 
of every year has been set aside 
by the Catholic Church as_ his 
feast day.

I have built up quite an interesting collection of the rare stamps 
of the world. The first part of this collection is an almost complete 
collection of fine copies of United States issues. In this lot is also 
shown full sheets, also a great range of plate number blocks, includ- 
ing such things as the Zepps in plate blocks of six, a plate block of 
the 24c air mail with invert center and other such rarities.

plete your 19th century U.S. Postage, you can have a fine showing 
of plate numbers, Postmaster Provisionals, Air Mails and then in 
foreign you can find the Hawaiian Missionaries both on and off 
cover as well as most of the other rare stamps of the world. 

You will have to ‘be satisfied without the common and cheap 
stamps but you will have those in real stamps, so in this manner 
you can have a nice representation of the rare stamps of the world 
at little or no cost. Try it, you will get a kick out of building up 
such a collection. 


A Horse On Mr. Kahn 


In our issue of May 3 we mentioned the first horse to be found 
on a stamp. Mr. Kahn of New York reported this as being on the 
first issue of Brunswick of 1852, but now it seems that Charles 
Taft of Columbus, Ohio may have a “horse on Mr. Kahn” for Mr. 
Taft calls our attention to the 1850 issue of New South Wales. 
There seems to be a horse in this stamp design. It is in the central 
seal just left of the shoulder of the female standing toward the right 
side of the seal. Mr. Taft was searching this stamp for a ship as 
that is his topical specialty and he found this Horse that Mr. Kahn 
will need to complete his collection of Horses on Stamps. This dis- 
covery by Mr. Taft makes it rather tough on Mr. Kahn, for besides 
the recent Australian stamp which shows a reproduction of the 
seal from the early New South Wales stamp and on which Mr. Taft 
was searching for the ship, Mr. Kahn will have to go back and 
purchase all those rare New South Wales Sydney Views, they are 
called, if he wants to have his stables filled. 

Let that be a lesson to you who choose a topical subject. Be 
sure there are no rare stamps involved. 


Where Is Vaughn Monroe 


In picturing the coming Kansas stamp in our issue of May 3, 
our Mr, Rueth remarked that the design was reminiscent of “ghost 
riders in the sky.” We can tell you honestly that when we first 
saw this picture, that is the first thought that came to our mind. 
If Vaughn Monroe were up in a balcony in the upper right corner 
of the stamp singing his famous song, the stamp would be com- 
plete, or maybe we get the whole idea wrong, perhaps this stamp 
is to illustrate the great dust bowl about which we read almost ev- 
ery year, leastwise there seems to be so much dust there that we 
can hardly see what is on the stamp. 


Fifty Years Ago 


__I know it has been at least fifty years since I first corresponded 
with Victor Marsh. To you who do not know fhe name of Victor 
Marsh let me introduce him by saying that he is perhaps the oldest 
dealer and student of Philatelic Literature in the world. I well 
remember of correspondence with Victor Marsh early after 1900 
when I was quite active as a collector of Philatelic Literature. I 
remember doing some business with Mr. Marsh in those years and 
jater on I did sell my entire accumulation of Philatelic Literature to 
Victor Suppanstitch of Vienna, Austria. 


Only a few years ago this great collection was bought by the 
Collectors Club of New York, so I know that many of the pieces 
that I once possessed are now in the library of the Collectors Club. 

These thoughts have been brought back to me by the receipt 
of a letter from Victor Marsh. This is the first I have heard from 
him in perhaps 25 to 30 years or more and it brings back many recol- 
leetions. 

Mr. Marsh is still active, a bit beyond myself in age as he con- 
fesses to being 80 on Oct. 28th, next, yet he says, “I am slim and 
active, not feeling more than a quarter of my years.” If that is a 
correct statement Ponce de Leon never should have gone to Florida 
in search of the fountain of youth. 

Perhaps I had better tell you who do not know that Victor 
Marsh formerly lived in London but is now at 13 Sion Road, River- 
side, Twickenham, Middlesex, England. He is still a great student 
of the finer things associated with our hobby. His latest accom- 
plishment after 50 years of research has been to establish the name 
of the author of the first Spanish catalogue, published in Bargelona 
in 1864. It was published under initials and is so listed in the Lord 
Crawford catalogue. The ‘.saper on this article has been sent the 
Collectors Club for publication, and if they fail to print it, it will 
go to the Philatelic Literature Review. 

Another discovery by Mr. Marsh is in reference to BOOTY’S 
ublications and will be published in Stamp Collecting, (London).

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Beguinage of Bruges 


Belgium’s 1954 Cultural set of semipostal stamps, released May 
15, publicize the Beguinage of Bruges—this same institution will 
get the full benefit of all funds raised through the surtax. Founded 
in the 13th century it was the home of a lay sisterhood which while 
devoted to a religious life was not bound by irrevocable vows. 
Five of the stamps picture scenes of the Beguinage of today, 
the sixth a Madonna. Denominations and colors are 80c plus 20c 
green; 2fr plus lfr red; 4fr plus 2fr purple; 7fr plus 3.50fr violet; 
8fr plus 4fr brown; and 9fr plus 4.50 fr blue. Sale of the stamps 
will end June 30 although they will have postal validity until Sep- 
tember 30, 1955. 

William Goffin of Brussels is responsible for the design of the 
Madonna item. The others came from the firm of Malvaux of Brus- 
sels. Printing was the work of the Atelier du Timbre at Malines— 
50 of the five low values to the sheet and 32 of the Madonna—by 
heliogravure. 

The statue of “Our Lady of the Vineyard” has its place in the 
convent contained in the enclosure of the Beguinage. It dates from 
the end of the 13th century and is one of the best of its kind in 
Europe. It is carved out of a solid oaken tree trunk and measures 
about three and a half feet high. It is an excellent specimen of the 
best period of the school at Rheims. 

The Beguinage of Bruges forms an important part of the artis- 
tic treasure of Belgium. It is the best known of those that still 
exist today. Margaret of Constantinople and Bishop Walter de 
Marvis founded it in 1245. 

Many privileges were granted to the institution by the Counts 
of Flanders and foreign governments. In 1299, Philip the Fair, 
King of France, exempted it from the jurisdiction of the Commune 
of Bruges and placed it under the control of the Prince, hence its 
title of “Princely” Beguinage. In the same way the inscription

over the entrance gate, “Sauvegarde” (Safety) shows that it was- 
considered as a place of refuge. The oldest rule dates from 1300. 
In the 15th century the Beguinage was extremely prosperous. 
In the 16th the enclosure suffered from the consequences of the 
Wars of Religion — the church was burnt down and afterwards 
rebuilt. In the 17th and 18th it recovered all its former prosperity. 
The Beguinal House on the left of the entrance (see the 80c plus 
20c), now formed into a museum gives an exact idea of the life 
lived by the beguines of the times.

BUREAU TYPE COLLECTION 


To those U. S. collectors who 
would like to add Bureau Prints to 
their U. S. collection but feel (and 
rightly so) that the number of 
stamps to gather is quite a lot, I 
offer this suggestion — A Bureau 
Print Type Collection. 

After all if you have been in- 
terested in cancellations, one type 
of cancellation generally fills your 
need and seldom does an exact 
variety of stamp have to be a com- 
panion of the cancellation..So why 
not an example of each Bureau is- 
sued precancellation. 
For instance from Columbus, 
Ohio we find a good example of 
the basic types. In the older first 
issues there is the Large type (B-5), 
next the Standard type (B-11) and 
lastly the Narrow type (B-15). One 
stamp, any denomination of each 
of these three types and you have 
your Columbus section complete. 
Of course not many cities are 
that easy and this kind of selection 
does not eliminate all the rarities 
in the Bureau field, but it does 
eliminate a lot of them and makes 
it more possible to complete than 
a general Bureau Collection. I un- 
derstand that there are less than 
1200 stamps in a collection of this 
type. 
It can be adjusted a little too, 
to your likes and dislikes and per- 
haps further pared down in size. 
You can leave out the Playing 
Card types or the old Experimen- 
tal types and there are dropped 
peviods, low letters and other plate 
flaws and a few errors. I think the 
idea is worth considering by any 
serious U. S. collector. 
I would like to hear from serious 
minded collectors about this phase 
of collecting and what their. prob- 
lems might be. I will be glad to 
advise as best I can anyone start- 
ing such a collection. May I hear 
from you?
